EDMUND RANDOLPH READ 
Submitted by James Horton Davis 


Back during the years of 1835-36 there took place in Texas a 
struggle that in a few years led to one of our major conflicts for 
territorial rights. It was at this time that the Texas Rebellion 
took place. 

' ‘These two years were filled with repeated atrocities on the part 
of the Mexican army under Santa Anna. The particular one of 
these outrages that deals with our subject was the massacre of 


Goliad. This incident was one of the worst are against the - 


military ethics of Santa Anna. 

A few days before March 27, 1836, a small group of men, under 
the leadership of Captain Fannin, were made, under false pre- 
tenses, to surrender to the Mexican General Urrea. This General 


promised Fannin the release of his soldiers and the privilege to ~ 


return to their homes. They were instead taken to a church in the 
town of Goliad and imprisoned there. On Palm Sunday, March 
27, 1836, as the people of the town were going to early Mass, the 
imprisoned soldiers were taken from the church, having their full 
equipment with them, and made to walk a short distance outside 


the town. At this point they were told to kneel down. One of the | 


Americans, from this order, guessed the intentions of the Mexi- 

cans, so he shouted, “They are going to kill us!” At this the 

guards fired into the group. During the confusion that followed 

oo of the Americans escaped. Among these few was Edmund 
ead. 

Due to the inaccuracy of aay records of the wars, the name of 
Edmund Read is not given on the list of Fannin’s men who escaped. 
A few years ago one of the Nashville papers printed an account of 
another soldier who escaped. It was only this year that one of 

’ the later Reads revealed the facts concerning Edmund Read. 

‘Our subject was the great-grandson of Clement Read, important 
in the early history of the Virginia colony. He was the son of 
John Nash Read, the progenitor of the Tennessee branch of the 
Reads.

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WHO WAS GRANDMA VAUGHAN ?

Over the past few months I have been clearing and trying to 
restore the Ferrill Cemetery, located in Escatawpa, Mississippi, 
wedge between the Bennett and Robinson Cemeteries. The oldest date 
of birth was that of Seletia Vaughan, who was born 11-14-1815 and 
died 8-19-1899. Her marker was adrift and her exact burial spot 
was determined from an recording made in 1961. There were no other 
Vaughan graves marked in the cemetery. I began to ask questions. 
Who was Seletia Vaughan ? Who is her family ? Else Martin, a 
genealogical librarian at Pascagoula, gave me my first ciue. She 
had copied a editorial from the Democrat-Star written by Mark A. 
Dees on August 28, 1899 and appeared to be the editor of subject 
paper. Mark A. Dees was a lawyer, who lived in Moss Point, but had 
known Grandma Vaughan for most of his life. The editorial was as 
follows: 


"Grandma" Vaughan is dead. 


Having passed the half century mile post, I am classed among the 
old men of our county, yet do I remember over forty years ago, when 
my parents sent me, one sister and two brothers to board at J. T. 
Well’s and attend a school taught by the "great and only J. J. 
Carroll". a country school teacher at Antioch Church, located in 
the very spot were Shannon’s store now stands near Cumbest Bluff on 
the Pascagoula River. : 


The beautiful and hospitable home of the Widow Vaughan and her two 
sons and three daughters was then in the same house where our 
friend Will Howell now lives, which was and is about two miles 
south of the Antioch Church house in which we had our school. 
Among the good patrons of that school there were none who were as 
much loves or welcomed by us children as was Aunt Letia Vaughan. 
Her kind look and motherly voice were inspiring to us all, 
especially to us who were boarding and so far from our homes. 


No experience of mine while there were as pleasant to me as to get 
a chance to go home with the Vaughan children and stay all night, 
and while I was very fond of the children, I well remember it was 
Aunt Letia’s kind words and treatment of me that mostly caused me 
to desire to go there. 


This was in 1860, and the school was finally broken up by the cruel 
civil war, and very soon Aunt Letia’s two sons answered their 
country’s call to arms and in a short while James, the youngest and 
healthiest of her sons, filled a soldier’s grave. Aunt Letia, like 
many other ladies of our south land, managed very well during the 
long war. (Remainder of this paragraph could not be read). 


Her daughters to all appeared healthy women and all bid fair to 
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greatly outlive their mother. The oldest married my old friend 
William Smith of Escatawpa and was the mother of several children. 
Honorable Arthur H. Smith, now presently running for county 
treasurer, being one of them, but she died many years ago. The 
second daughter married the Rev. Mr. Calhoun, a most excellent 
Methodist minister who built more church houses than any preacher 
I ever knew. She became the mother of several children, but died 
at an early age. 


The third daughter married our old friend Wm. Howell, who bought 
from the other heirs the old homestead and lives there now and this 
last was Aunt Letia’s "baby’, she continued to live there with 
them. Mrs. Howell became the mother of several children, but she 
also died at a young age. Aunt Letia Vaughan had long since became 
"Grandma" Vaughan and was so called by thousands of our people no 
wise kin to her. During the long sicknesses of her beloved 
daughters, Grandma Vaughan was ever beside their beds, relieving 
their pains, caring for her grandchildren and pointing her 
children’s mines and hearts to that Master who has been her 
strength and support during all her life and while she ever lived 
a perfect life and urged her children to follow her, still she 
shared only in the merits of her Savior for her salvation, but 
worked for Him because she loved him. Grandma Vaughan spent much 
of her life caring for her motherless grandchildren and lived to 
see all but one of her children go before her to the "great beyond" 
and it can truly be said of her that ’she passed through the dark 
tunnel’ yet from the first day I knew her to a few weeks ago when 
I last saw her, she never faltered in the devotion to her God, or 
in her kindness to mankind. She generally stayed north of the 
river, as her grandchildren were there, yet she was known and loved 
as Grandma Vaughan by all the people of Moss Point and in fact by 
all of east Jackson County and any of our ladies were glad to have 
Grandma Vaughan to come and stay with them for days. Grandma 
Vaughan has a mind as big and as strong as her heart and was a good 
manager of business. 


When I arrived at home on Friday last, my sister said to me. "Mark, 
Grandma Vaughan is dead". I was shocked, but on reflection, I said 
"wot dead but sleepeth" for I know that like Paul of old, Grandma 
Vaughan could have truthfully said, "for me to depart and be with 
Christ in gain". I also know that at Christ’s second coming he 
will bring Grandma Vaughan with him and she together with all of us 
who trust in Christ for our salvation will live and reign with Him 
on this Earth, and the "second death’ will have no power over us. 
But we shall be priest of God and Christ, and shall live and reign 
with him. I amy sorry that I was not at home in time, so that I 
could take my place in the sad procession and followed the remains 
of Grandma Vaughan to the silent city of the dead. While we glory 
in the fact that her pure spirit is now in Abraham’s bosom, there 
to remain in comparative happiness until the last trump shall 
sound, when her body is resurrected at the second coming of Christ 
and made a spiritual body free from all sorrow and pain. God bless 
the memory of Grandma Vaughan. M. A. Dees 
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Now that I know what Selitia Vaughan was, it leaves a 
question, who was Celetia Vaughan ? The 1850 census of Jackson 
County, Mississippi show Matthew J. and Celetia Vaughan with two 
sons and three daughters and Matthew’s older brother, Henry 
Vaughan. The 1850 census indicated that she was born in Georgia, 
Matthew was born in South Carolina and the older Vaughan children 
born in Alabama. The 1850 Agricultural Census of Jackson County, 
Mississippi indicated that they were a farming family with 655 
acres in the Three Rivers area with sixteen acres developed. I 
found Matthew J. Vaughan and family in Mobile County, Alabama in 
1840, which consisted of Matthew, Seletia, his older brother and 
one male child under 5. 


By chance, a distant relative of Seletia Ann Vaughan, looking 
for the grave of one of their direct ancestors revealed that 
Seletia Ann was a sister to their great great grandfather, James 
Denmark and buried ali around her were daughters of this man. In 
the Denmark file I found Seletia Ann Denmark, born 11-26-1814, the 
daughter of James Denmark and Susannah Wise. James Denmark and 
Susannah Wise homesteaded on the Red Creek, near what is Wiggins, 
Stone County, Mississippi. Many of her brothers and sisters lived, 
married and died in old Jackson, Perry and Greene counties. This 
family has been researched, many records are on file at various 
libraries. It is thought that Seletia Ann Denmark and Matthew James 
Vaughan married in Greene County, Mississippi in ca 1838. Matthew 
James Vaughan was born in 1808 and died prior to 1860. She was 
listed as a widow in 1860. It is thought that he is buried in what 
is known as the old William Howell cemetery at Three Rivers. 


What about her children ? Andrew A. Vaughan, her oldest son, 
was born ca 1838 and died 1-31-1913, which agrees with the 1860 
census of Jackson County, Mississippi. His tombstone, reads as 
follows; born 3-29-1853, died 1-31-1913. He married Mary Goff, 
born 11-10-1857 and died 1-31-1909. They are both buried in the 
Johnson Cemetery, Wade, Jackson County, Mississippi.

During the warm summer and fall days of 1897, as talk of local 
politics ranked high in general conversation around the Paragon 
Saloon, E. M. Westbrook’s barber shop, and the Post Office ‘at 
Washington and DeSoto, interest in Ocean Springs was also rising 
in the national elections. 

Former President Grover Cleveland was making his bid for 
reelection after being defeated by Benjamin Harrison in’ 1888. 
Following more than three years under Harrison, many 
Mississippians, like their counterparts throughout the nation, were 
teady for a return to Cleveland’s strict: policies and promised 
reforms. ne 

“Hurrah for Cleveland,” said a June 1892 issue of The Biloxi 
Herald, which tells of the former president’s nomination at the 
Democratic Convention in Chicago on the first ballot. “He’s not 
exactly our first choice,” the editor added almost as an after- 
thought. . : 

But in November, Cleveland and his running mate, former 
Illinois Congressman Adlai Stevenson, won handily over Harrison 
and his vice presidential candidate, Whitelaw Reid. 

In Ocean Springs that summer the baseball clubs were playing 
every Sunday on the green just east of the depot and the enthusiasm _ 
the games generated almost overshadowed Cleveland’s victory in 
Chicago. However, several of the politically interested men in the: 
community, most of those who were thinking about posts in the 
local government, decided to organize and push for the Democratic 
candidates. 

_ According to the July 21 Herald, “‘The Democrats held a 
monster mass meeting lastnight.” A Cleveland-Stevenson Club was 
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pieaaiaed: Hiram F. Russell, real estate man, pecan propagator and ~ 
man of many talents, presided as temporary chairman, and the 
popular F. M. Weed was elected president of the organization. Vice- 
presidents were R. A. VanCleave, G. W. Davis, Capt. G. H. Tardy, 
and J. D. Minor. E. W. Illing and Dr. M. C. Vaughan, the town’s 
dentist, were named secretaries; Russell succeeded to the treasurer’ s 
post and T. P.. Franco was elected grand marshal. Other active 
members were J. D. Clark, E. M. Westbrook, B. F. Joachim and A. 
V. Rosambeau. 

The political speeches were tinged mith support of Cleveland’s 
emphasis on a sound national currency. Comments were made 
about the latest events of the Pittsburgh Steel strike. Some 15,000 
workers had walked out in mid-July and Pennsylvania Governor 
Robert Emory Pattison had sent the state troops to halt the violence 
at the Homestead Carnegie lron Works. 

C. W. Crozier, who had just started a new weekly newspaper, 
The Ocean Springs Signal, stayed in the background at the meeting, 
listening intently to the conversation of the speakers _ taking a few 
notes. 

Said to be an eperencel journalist, Crozier had a shortlived 
career in the town. By the time the general election came near, The 
Biloxi Herald reported that the Signal’ s editor suddenly had departed 
for “parts unkown between two suns.” An auction of the newspaper 
was scheduled for November 10, according to the newspaper article. 

The true story of Crozier’s departure was never made public 
until almost 60 years later when Capt. Ellis Handy wrote an 

historical column for the Jackson County Times,a weekly paper, and 
interviewed some of the oldtimers. 

The townspeople did not like Crozier, Handy quoted the long- 
time residents as saying. His articles were biased and biting, 
especially against the city government. Crozier had come to town in 
July 1892. By September, he and his partner, F. L. Drinkwater, had 
dissolved their association and he was running the newspaper alone. 

According to Capt. Handy’s 1949 column, “some citizens met 
one night to decide on a remedy.”” An appointment was made for a 
meeting with Crozier at the Knights of Pythias Hall on Washington 
Avenue. 

VanCleave, Weed and J. J. Garrard went to the hall, but 
Crozier could not be found. Probably, sensing his fate, he had left 
the night before and never returned again to Ocean Springs. 
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Drinkwater stepped in once Crozier left and started a new 
newspaper, The Ocean Springs Leader. Town news and adver- 
tisements were published faithfully each week, but this was not 
enough to keep the publication alive. The September 22, 1893, 
issue of The Pascagoula Democrat Star announced its rival publica- 
tion had “breathed its last.” 

“It has been on the ragged edge for many months, merely 
existing, but after its issue of the 9th inst, the paper was no longer 
The Leader. The proprietor left and the office closed.” The 
equipment and fixtures were sold at auction the: next week. 

Although Ocean Springs was left without a newspaper, the 
enthusiasm of the Democratic group did not wane. Once Cleveland 
and Stevenson were elected in November, the men turned from the 
national scene to the local situation. 

In his time, each member of the club was destined to have some 
part in the government of Ocean Springs. President of the 
Democratic Club F. M. Weed especially continued in his role as a 
dynamic leader, vitally interested in the little town he had adopted 
as his home. , Ga 
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Thobome ak Major and Mrs. F. M. Weed today, 
The residence on Iberville Drive is owned by Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Boney. 
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Rosambeau served as town clerk in the early years of Ocean 
Springs’ government. He was elected ward four alderman in 1899- 
1900, 1901-1903 and 1903-1904. He replaced Samuel P. Starks as 
marshal in 1905-1906 and continued in that position until 1910, 
two years before his death at age 62. 

In 1917, the wood frame Rosambeau home was ripped by fire 
caused by an oil stove explosion. Only Margie was at home when the 
blaze was ignited. She managed to rush out of the fiery residence 
unharmed. 

‘The volunteer fire company responded to the alarm and 
youngsters from nearby St. Alphonsus School scurried to help the 
Rosambeaus save their belongings. 

Lacking the apparatus needed to extinguish the quick-moving 
flames, the home and store was reduced to a gutted shell. Augustus 
Von Rosambeati’s desk and his family coat of arms were saved. But 
family pictures, mementoes, clothing and furnishings were gone. 

For the next year, the family lived at 410 Jackson Avenue, a 
home they owned and usually rented. In 1918, they moved back to 
their rebuilt home on the corner of the street. 

The new house had a huge living room and dining room, three 
bedrooms and a breezeway leading to the kitchen on the ground 
floor. Two bedrooms and a bath were on the second story. 

Although the store had been in the front of the house originally 
before the structure burned, in the new building, the store was added 
to the rear. 

Mary Ann Rosambeau continued to. conduct hey business 
there until she died in 1937. 

The year 1892 brought many achievements for 41-year old 
Pabst. In January, he was elected chancellor commander of Lodge 66 


VanCleave, vice chancellor; Dr. M. C. Vaughan, prelate; W. R. 
Simmons, keeper of the records and seal; H. F. Russell, chancellor 
of exchequer; J. D. Minor, chancellor of finance; George Friar, 
master at arms; and F, M Weed, assistant director grand chancellor. 

During his first years at Ocean Springs Pabst did odd jobs and 
worked as a carpenter. A college graduate and the son of a physician 
in his homeland, Pabst had been an apprentice to a glass blower 
before he emigrated. But glass blowing was not a flourishing trade 


in the south.

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Origin of Names 


GAUTIER: Gauthier - Waltier - Walter (French Norman) 


From the German: Walthari means “army 
commander” (Waltan = to rule; 
heri = army, troops.) 
This adds some humor to a common family name - Walter Gautier - 
which means literally “Walter Walter”. 


VAUGHAN: Vaughn (Welsh) from Faughn - Fawn (Sulurist). 
It means “little man”. . 


Famous Gautiers and Vaughans: 
Theophile Gautier was a poet, philosopher. The famous ballet 
“Giselle” was ereated by Adolphe Adam for Theophile’s mistress 


who was a balierina. 


Henry Vaughan - An English metaphysical poet known as the 
Sulurist poet. 


Thomas Vaughan - also an English poet. 
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Fernandez Gautier, born at sea on the way to the New World from France; 
reared in New Orleans; came to Mississippi soon after the Civil War; 
engaged in lumber business. Traditional belief of the family is that his wife, 
Theresa Fayard, was of Indian ancestry. 


Walter Gautier continued the lumber business; built the home that was 
owned by Josephine Gautier; presently owned by Dr. David and Aimee 
Gautier Dugger; was an outstanding man of the community and county; 
enjoyed boating. 


Very little is known about the family of P. T. Vaughan. His mother was 
Pauline Smith of Virginia; his father was a doctor in Summerfield, 
Alabama. | 


Celeste Gautier Vaughan was born and lived her entire life in the town 
named for her family, Gautier, Mississippi. She met P. T. Vaughan when he 
came to Gautier from Summerfield (Selma), Alabama. They were married 
on September 4" (1905 ?), the date of her parent’s wedding anniversary. 


The P. T. Vaughans’ first home was located across the street from the 
Walter Gautier home (or what we know as Josie’s Singing River Pottery) 
and is now owned by Harriet Gautier Portis. The first three Vaughan 
children were born there, and then the young family moved to the beach 
front “railroad” house where the rest of the children were born and grew up. 
This home was the scene of occasional weekend house parties, tennis 
matches, and swimming parties that were enjoyed by family, friends, and 
relatives alike. They lived there until 1948 when Celeste and P. T. moved to 
their new home on this site, 2000 Vaughandale Drive. 


Celeste was a lovely, outgoing person who enjoyed nothing more than 
visiting relatives and friends. At about three years of age, she had a severe 
case of scarlet fever and was left with a hearing impairment. Her favorite 
food was grits, and it was served almost daily at supper time. She was a 
faithful and devout member of the Catholic Church. 
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P. T. was a true Southern gentleman; courteous, a sportsman, and the 
possessor of a dry wit! He was a graduate of Auburn University and was on 
the train headed for New Orleans to look for work, when he bought a 
Mobile newspaper and saw a job advertisement for an assistant to the 
superintendent of the L & N Creosote Works in Gautier, Ms. Although he 
had never heard of Gautier, he got off the train there, applied for the job, got 
it and became the assistant to Colonel Morton. When Colonel Morton 
retired, P. T. was appointed Superintendent and remained in that position 
until he retired in approximately 1948. He did not enjoy “company” as 
much as Celeste did, hence the home he built had many doors that provided 
a fast exit when he wished to avoid the latest batch of visitors. After his 


' death in 1951, Dolores and Billy Vaughan made their home with Celeste. 


Sometime in the late sixties she made her last home with Emily and 
Heberden Shepard where she was lovingly cared for until her death in 1978. 


She and P. T. are buried in the Gautier Cemetery.
